Dr.  William  Glasser,  well-known 
psychiatrist  and  author  of  Reality 
Therapy,  will  speak  on  campus 
today. 

At  10  a.m.  in  321  ELWC  he  will 
answer  questions  from  faculty  and 
students.  At  noon  he  will  speak  in 
the  Varsity  Theater  on  “Psy- 
chiatry and  Education.” 

In  the  same  location  at  3 p.m. 
Dr.  Glasser  will  demonstrate 
some  of  the  procedures  used  in 
reality  therapy  and  again  answer 
questions. 

NEW  CONCEPT 

Reality  Therapy  does  not  ac- 
cept the  concept  of  mental  illness 
and  it  leaves  the  patient  facing 
responsibility  rather  than  escap- 
ing it.  “Morality  and  discipline” 
have  a definite  place  in  reality 
therapy. 

“The  premises  of  reality  thera- 
py are  rapidly  gaining  credence 
in  many  quarters,”  writes  noted 
psychiatrist  Dr.  0.  Hobart  Mow- 
rer. 

Dr.  Glasser  has  been  practicing 
since  1957  in  Los  Angeles.  He 
also  instructs  school  teachers  at 
UCLA. 

While  studying  psychiatry  un- 
der Dr.  G.  L.  Harrington,  Dr. 
Glasser  became  convinced  of  the

Dr.  B.  Kent  Harrison,  physics 
professor  at  BYU,  has  received  a 
senior  post-doctoral  fellowship  to 
do  research  in  relativity  in  gravita- 
tion. He  will  use  the  grant  to  study 
gravitational  collapse  at  the  Cali- 
fornia Institute  of  Technology  Jet 
Propulsion  Laboratory  at  Pasa- 
dena.

Dr.  Ted  J.  Warner,  associate  pro- 
fessor of  history,  will  direct  the 
Student  European  Tour  this  sum- 
mer and  then  remain  in  Europe 
for  a year  to  do  research. 

The  Student  European  tour  will  | 
end  in  Glasgow,  Scotland  on  Aug. ' 
14.  At  this  time  his  wife  and  three  ■ 
daughters  will  meet  him  in  Glas-  i 
gow.  They  will  travel  by  Volkswag- 
en bus  retracing  the  itinerary  of 
the  Student  European  Tour  until 
they  reach  Sevilla,  Spain.  Here  Dr. 
Warner  will  do  research  for  a year  i 
at  the  Archives  of  the  Indies.  ' 

The  two  main  subjects  he  will 
pursue  are  (1)  The  Tepehuane  Re-  i 
volt  of  1615  and  (2)  The  Apache , 
Indians.  The  Tepehuane  Revolt  oc- 
curred when  the  Indians  revolted ; 
against  New  Spain  (Northern  fron-  ^ 
tier  of  Mexico).  ' 

“Much  of  the  documentation  of 
the  Tepehuane  revolt  has  never 
been  touched,”  commented  Dr. 
Warner,  “this  opens  a real  pos- 
sibility for  research.”  The  Apache 
Indians,  he  said,  are  “the  most 
written  about  and  least  under- 
stood.” When  his  research  is  com- 
pleted, Dr.  Warner  plans  on  writ- 
ing “to  get  the  story  straight”  on 
both  of  these  topics. 

Dr.  Warner  received  his  bache- 
lor’s and  master’s  degree  at  BYU 
and  his  Ph.D.  from  the  University 
of  New  Mexico.  He  has  lived  and 
traveled  extensively  in  Mexico,  and 
was  a director  of  BYU’s  1936  Stu- 
dent European  Tour.

New  Machine  Aids  Botanis

BYU  botany  professors,  Dr.  W.  M.  Hess,  seated,  and  Dr.  Dayna 
Stocks,  operate  BYU's  new  Freeze  Etch  Machine  installed  re* 
cently  in  the  Benjamin  Cluff  Science  Laboratory. 


The  mysterious  world  of  micro- 
scopic fungus  spores  never  seen 
before  is  becoming  well  explored 
by  a pair  of  BYU  scientists  with 
aid  of  a fabulous  new  machine. 

The  device,  a freeze-etch  ma- 
chine, was  obtained  from  the  tiny 
country  of  Liechtenstein  between 
Austria  and  Switzerland  and  has 
been  installed  in  the  Benjamin 
Cluff  Plant  Science  Laboratory 
Building  by  the  BYU  Botany  De- 
partment. It  is  the  first  of  its  kind 
in  the  intermountain  area. 

The  work  is  being  done  by  Dr. 
W.  M.  Hess  and  Dr.  Dayna  L. 
Stocks  of  the  BYU  Botany  Depart- 
ment. 

The  botanists  have  obtained  spec- 
tacular views  of  the  microscopic 
^ spores  by  an  elaborate  process  in 
which  they  freeze  them  in  liquid 
freon  to  minus  100  degrees  below 
zero  Centigrade,  fracture  them 
with  a knife  edge  (minus  190  de- 
grees), coat  them  with  a knife  edge 
evaporated  platinum  on  one  side 
and  evaporated  carbon  above  so 
that  the  sections  show  up  well  un- 
der a magnification  of  70,000  times.

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Provo  Officials  Cite 
Defense  Weakness 


One  nuclear  bomb  exploding  in 
the  center  of  Utah  could  knock  out 
all  of  the  state’s  transistorized  com- 
munication and  defense  equipment, 
leaders  of  America's  civil  defense 
programs  were  told  in  Washington, 
D.C..  Mar.  20. 

The  information  was  de-classi- 
fied  and  released  during  the  United 
States  Civil  Defense  Council’s  Mid- 
Year  Conference,  Mar.  17-20. 

Provo’s  delegate  to  the  confer- 
ence, Dr.  C.  E.  Hyatt,  deputy  di- 
rector of  civil  defense  in  Provo, 
reported  to  Provo  City  commission- 
ers Mar.  27  on  the  effects  of  a 
bomb. 

Dr.  Hyatt  said  that  detonation 
and  fission  produce  a radially  ex- 
panding shell  of  electrons,  causing 
interaction  with  the  earth’s  electro- 
magnetic field.  The  resulting  dis- 
turbances destroy  the  receptive 
qualities  of  crystals  and  transistors. 

Communication  equipment  utili- 
zing tubes  is  not  so  vulnurable  to 
attack,  according  to  the  report 


given  at  the  Washington  confer- 
ence. 

Dr.  Hyatt  also  said  that  he  was 
told  at  the  conference  that  a civil 
defense  arrangement  should  be 
achieved  between  Provo  City  and 
BYU. 

Mayor  Dixon  stated  Mar.  27  that 
BYU  and  the  city  already  have 
such  an  arrangement,  but  instruc- 
tions have  been  largely  unpubli- 
cized. 

And  if  BYU’s  civil  defense  facili- 
ties are  presently  not  emphasized, 
neither  are  Provo  City’s. 

According  to  Bert  Kirkwood, 
chief  of  the  Provo  City  Fire  De- 
partment, the  city’s  civil  defense 
siren  has  not  been  sounded  for 
about  four  years,  although  it  is  kept 
in  working  condition. 

“It  was  shut  down  at  that  time.’’ 
commented  Dr.  Hyatt,  “because 
several  Provo  citizens  complained 
about  the  noise.” 

Dr.  Hyatt  urged  the  commission- 
ers to  practice  an  alert  each  month 
in  the  future.
